A number of amateurs are using 


receiving sets with a single vacuum 
tube detector. 'With little expense 
they could add an amplifier to this 
receiver and greatly increase their 
reception. 


The diagram ahows an amplifying 


unit which can be constructed for 
such a set. 


No. I represents two wires leading 


from the telephone binding posts of 
ths detector set to the Input binding 
posts of the amplifier, 


TELEPHONE JACK. 


No, Z is a telephone jack, similar 


to the one used on a line telephone 
switch board. It may be purchased 
at a reasonable price in any supply 
store. The plug for the jack Is at- 
tached to the telephone cords. When 
one wants to listen In on the de- 
tector only, he piugs in and cuts out 
th« amplifying circuit automatically. 


No. 3 Is an audio frequency trans-
